MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
Governor’s Office, State Capitol 
July 23, 2003 
To the Members of the Senate: 

I am signing SB 158 which would establish a bidding preference for 
public transit service contractors and subcontractors who agree to retain, 
for a period of at least 90 days, certain employees who performed 
essentially the same services by the previous contractor. 

Last year, I vetoed legislation which would have required the retention 
of previously employed public transit workers whenever a new contract 
was awarded for private operation of transit service. In that veto message, 
I distinguished the exploitive circumstances affecting janitorial workers 
from those affecting transit workers. 

Since that time, I have been made aware of at least one circumstance 
where a new transit operator promised to retain existing workers and was 
granted a contract; subsequently, the new transit operator promptly hired 
a new labor force. 

SB 158 would address that situation by granting an incentive of 
10% bidding preference to contractors who agree to retain, for a period of 
at least 90 days, certain employees performing essentially the same 
services. Unlike last year’s legislation, SB 158 does not mandate such 
retention. Additionally, SB 158 provides the private contractor the right 
to reduce the workforce, to choose not to retain certain employees if there 
is reasonable cause, and to pay the wages and offer the benefits it alone 
determines are appropriate under law. 

Given these safeguards, SB 158 is an appropriate response to protect the 
jobs and provide continuous employment to existing transit workers.

I am returning Senate Bill 242 without my signature. 

This bill would allow a community college building to be built in 
accordance with either the Field Act or the Uniform Building Code, if the 
building is used to house classes offered by a community college and either 
the University of California or the California State University. These 
provisions apply to buildings constructed after January 1, 2004. 

It is important that community colleges continue to meet the more 
rigorous building standards than those standards used by the University of 
California or California State University campuses as they are expected to 
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serve as community facilities as well as emergency shelters following a 
disaster. 

As I indicated in my veto message of AB 484 (Runner), of 2001, I 
strongly support the Field Act, which provides greater earthquake 
protections for building California schools than provided for by the 
California Building Standards Commission. An exemption would be 
inconsistent with the State’s policy of ensuring structural safety.

I am signing SB 841, which amends by two thirds vote, California’s 
Proposition 103 regarding “Good Driver Discounts”. 

This bill will allow automobile insurers to provide a discount to 
customers who have been consistently insured regardless of whether that 
coverage has been with a single insurer or multiple insurers. Such a 
discount is known as “portable persistency” in the automobile insurance 
market. 

I vetoed a similar bill last year and requested that the California 
Department of Insurance (DOD) study the issue of portable persistency. The 
DOI study was inconclusive. However, Legislative Counsel recently 
opined that SB 841 furthers the intent of Proposition 103 by encouraging 
rate competition among insurers if an insured is allowed to shop for the best 
rates without fear of losing their persistency discounts and thus, SB 841 
actually encourages a competitive marketplace and rate competition 
among automobile insurers. 

According to the insurance industry and the Foundation for Taxpayer 
and Consumer Rights, approximately 85% of automobile insurers offer a 
loyalty discount. The Department of Insurance reported that of the top fifty 
insurance companies, twenty-four companies provided a portable 
persistency discount. Therefore, SB 841 would have the potential to 
benefit the overwhelming number of California drivers. It will allow a 
consumer to keep their loyalty discount and shop with their own company 
or another insurer for an even lower insurance rate. 

However, I have also concluded that this matter bears further study and 
have conditioned my signing SB 841 on the commitment of the sponsor 
and author to seek follow up legislation this session which will provide for 
a sunset date, a study and a report to the Legislature. The study is to be 
performed by a neutral party based on data provided by insurers over a five 
year period and will examine whether a portable persistency discount 
adversely affects low-income and previously uninsured individuals more 
so than the currently allowed loyalty discount. 

Further, I am signing this bill because it provides an exemption for 
military personnel whose coverage lapses while serving out of state and 
because it applies to California’s low cost auto insurance program. Finally, 
the measure also provides for an up to ninety day lapse for any other reason. 
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This provision should help individuals whose insurance may lapse due to 
economic hardship. 
For all of the above reasons, I am signing this measure.

I am signing SB 965, which authorizes the three redevelopment agencies 
in Shasta County to borrow $2.3 million from their low and moderate 
income housing funds to acquire land for the Redding Veteran’s Home. In 
2001, the Commission on California Veterans, Home Site Selection 
Committee selected the City of Redding as one of five future sites for a new 
Veterans home. 

As a veteran, I recognize the value of providing California veterans a 
new Veterans home. This proposed new Veterans home will serve over 
85,000 Veteran population in the northern region of California and is 
projected to provide about 1,500 jobs. More importantly, the Veterans 
home will provide living quarters and medical care for the elder, homeless, 
or lower income segment of the Veteran population. 

Over the past year, the City of Redding has diligently worked to acquire 
a site for the Veterans home by August 15, 2003, to receive federal 
matching funds. When those efforts stalled, the City of Redding requested 
Senator Aanestad to introduce legislation authorizing the use of 
redevelopment low and moderate income housing funds for the specific 
purpose of “acquisition of property for a Veterans home.” 

After the legislation was enrolled, the City of Redding was fortunate to 
receive a gift of land as a site for the Veteran’s Home. However, the City 
of Redding still needs another 10 acres, but it no longer needs the full 
$2.3 million authorized in SB 965. To date, the City of Redding has 
provided a written assurance that it will only borrow a maximum of 
$300,000 to be repaid within six years. With this commitment, I sign 
SB 965. 

I note, however, that the exception made in this case for use of low and 
moderate income housing funds should not be read to establish any 
precedent for use of low and moderate income housing funds for 
non-housing purposes. Affordable housing is and remains a central 
objective of this administration. The state’s demonstrated interest in 
providing Veteran homes and the exigent need for an adequate site 
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to complete the Veteran’s home in the City of Redding justify this one 
time exception.

Dear Senator Burton: 


This letter is to clarify the intent of legislation I authored last session, 
Senate Bill 1468 (Chapter 971, 2002). 

Encroachment on military activities in California is a matter of serious 
concern to the State and its citizens, to the Armed Forces and Department 
of Defense, and to the Nation. Increasingly, growth and development in the 
vicinity of military land and airspace has the potential to impact military 
readiness activities carried out in the State. Senate Bill 1468, which I 
introduced last term and which was enacted effective on January 1, 2003, 
amends the Government Code and the Public Utilities Code to address 
these concerns. In particular, SB 1468 requires local planning agencies to 
“[clonsider the impact of new growth on military readiness activities 
carried out on military bases, installations, and operating and training 
areas, when proposing zoning ordinances or designating land uses covered 
by the general plan for land, or other territory adjacent to military facilities, 
or underlying designated military aviation routes and airspace.” 

The purpose of SB 1468 is to address and resolve urban encroachment 
impacts on military activities. In order to balance the State’s immediate 
need to address these issues while accommodating established local 
planning processes, the act includes two conditions that must be met before 
a city or county shall be required to comply. First, there must be “an 
agreement . . . entered into between the United States Department of 
Defense or other federal agency and the State of California through the 
office of Planning and Research for the federal government to fully 
reimburse” local government costs of implementation. Second, the 
requirements of the act are triggered only when “[t]he city or county 
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undertakes its next general plan revision.” This letter clarifies the intent 
of SB 1468 regarding these two conditions. 

It is the intent of SB 1468 that the requirement for a federal-State 
reimbursement agreement can be met in several ways. California is home 
to a substantial presence of each of the four branches of the Armed Services 
and the Department of Defense, with military installations, airspace and 
training areas in every region, touching dozens of communities of the State. 
In this context, it may be necessary or desirable for the State to enter into 
multiple reimbursement agreements to implement SB 1468. For example, 
the State may alternatively enter into a single overarching reimbursement 
agreement with the Department of Defense; or separate reimbursement 
agreements with each of the Armed Services; or an agreement or 
agreements covering only a portion of the State; or an agreement or 
agreements covering the activities and installations of only selected Armed 
Services. SB 1468 contemplates that each of these approaches is 
appropriate, furthers the purposes of SB 1468, and satisfies the condition 
regarding reimbursement agreements as to a city or county covered by 
SB 1468. 

Regarding the second condition, the act does not specifically require the 
immediate revision of general plans to address compatibility concerns with 
military readiness. The requirements of SB 1468 are triggered whenever 
“t]he city or county undertakes its next general plan revision.” Although 
state law does not define “revision,” to effectuate the purposes of SB 1468, 
this term should be broadly construed. The 1998 Edition of the General 
Plan Guidelines published by the Office of Planning and Research is 
instructive in this regard. The General Plan Guidelines states, for example, 
in Chapter 2, Page 35: “The most common sort of revision to a general plan 
is an amendment associated with a privately-initiated development 
project.” Under SB 1468, the term “general plan revision” is intended to 
include, and thus the condition is satisfied by any, large-scale general plan 
amendments, substantial modifications or significant updates to a local 
general plan.

Senate Bill 308 would include tribes and tribal organizations within the 
definition of “local government” for purposes of the Medi-Cal 
Administrative Activities and Total Case Management functions. 

By revising this definition, this bill would authorize tribal governments 
to use their resources to access matching federal funding, through the State 
Department of Health Services, for a variety of outreach and administrative 
services in support of medical services under the Medi-Cal program. 

While this bill would have no effect on General Fund expenditures, the 
Department of Health Services does not have the staff available to 
implement this measure in the foreseeable future. Therefore, by this letter, 
I am clarifying that implementation of this bill will be deferred until our 
fiscal situation improves sufficiently to add staff at the Department of 
Health Services for this additional function.

The following communication was ordered printed in the Journal:

Dear President pro Tempore Burton: 
This letter seeks to express the intent and reasons for Senate Bill 90. 


Existing law authorizes a landlord to collect a security deposit from a 
tenant upon the rental of residential real property and allows the security 
deposit to be used to reimburse landlords for their out-of-pocket costs for 
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items and repairs for the unit and to cover any rent defaults incurred in 
connection with the tenancy. 

I introduced SB 90 to address the egregious acts by some landlords who 
have excessively overcharged tenants for cleaning and repairs or 
fraudulently charged tenants for work that was never performed, the costs 
of which have ultimately denied tenants their security deposits. 

SB 90, among other things, mandates that landlords provide tenants with 
copies of bills, invoices, receipts, vendor price lists, or other vendor 
documents for materials purchased and labor expended for rental units. 
The intent of SB 90 is to provide tenants with documentation to 
demonstrate that the total charges deducted from their security deposit by 
the landlord does not exceed the reasonable out-of-pocket costs of the 
landlord for those items and/or services. 

At the same time, I recognize that a significant number of rental property 
owners and management companies in this state operate in an ethical and 
good faith manner. SB 90 specifically allows rental property owners to 
charge tenants for their reasonable and customary out-of-pocket expenses, 
which may include, but is not limited to, the owner and/or employees’ 
reasonable hourly rate to make repairs or clean the unit (with the exception 
of reasonable wear and tear). While current law requires landlords to 
provide an itemized statement to tenants within 21 calendar days after the 
tenant has vacated the premises, SB 90 specifically clarifies an owners’ 
ability to provide tenants a reasonable and good faith estimate of the cost 
of needed repairs when those repairs cannot reasonably be completed 
within 21 days after the tenant has left. All of this is intended to mitigate 
the trend toward increased legal challenges that have clogged our courts.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


Governor’s Office, State Capitol 
September 3, 2003 
To the Members of the Senate: 

I am signing SB 940 which (1) requires the Judicial Council to establish 
a court-county working group and adopt guidelines for a program to collect 
judicially imposed fines and penalties (e.g., traffic, misdemeanor, and 
felony violations), (2) requires each superior court and county to develop 
a cooperative plan to implement the Judicial Council’s guidelines, and 
(3) establishes an amnesty program to waive the interest or collections 
costs on outstanding fines or assessments. 

While this bill would result in a reimbursable state-mandated local 
program, the bill is meritorious because it could result in increased revenue 
of between $181 to $404 million, which would benefit the counties’ special 
and general funds as well as the State’s special and general funds. 
Specifically, this bill could significantly increase revenue used to 
compensate crime victims. 

I note, however, that I have concerns with this bill. First, I am 
encouraging the Judicial Council to expand the membership of its 
workgroup and include in its deliberations representatives of the various 
entities involved in court-ordered debt collection such as the Victim 
Compensation and Government Claims Board, the Franchise Tax Board, 
the California Department of Corrections, and the California Youth 
Authority. Their participation will ensure the collection guidelines 
promote a seamless and efficient system for collecting these debts. Second, 
given the State’s current fiscal situation, I strongly urge the Judicial 
Council and members of the collaborative court-county working group to 
ensure that the collections program established under this legislation is 
self-funded. Additionally, any such self-funded implementation should 
include the mitigation of costs counties would incur as a result of this bill 
to address the potential state-mandate costs associated with this measure. 

Finally, the author of this bill has agreed to introduce future legislation 
should any of the concerns I have outlined need to be implemented through 
the legislative process.

I am returning Senate Bill 589 without my signature. 

This bill would create a process whereby specified Governor’s interim 
appointments would only be effective for a period not to exceed six months 
without Senate confirmation. 

When filling executive positions in an administration, it is a Governor’s 
prerogative to appoint someone in a temporary or acting capacity until such 
time as he/she decides that the appointment needs to be made permanent. 
There could be a number of circumstances and situations where it is 
necessary or prudent to appoint someone in an acting capacity. I believe 
this authority and discretion should remain with the Governor unless he or 
she chooses to relinquish it, which I do not. 

I will, however, direct my staff to inform the Senate of any temporary 
or interim appointments in positions subject to Senate confirmation I make 
in the future.

To the Members of the California Senate: 
I am returning Senate Bill 799 without my signature. 
The bill would exempt a retriever unit from registration, if the vehicle 
displays specified identification plates and is transporting stacked hay (or 
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returning from the delivery of stacked hay) for a distance of not more than 
10 continuous miles on a highway from one parcel of property owned, 
leased or controlled by a farmer to another parcel owned, leased or operated 
by the same farmer. The bill also defines a retriever unit as a two-axle 
motortruck that is equipped with a self-loading bed designed and used 
exclusively to transport six tons or less of hay in stacks. 

I am returning this bill principally because of public safety concerns 
raised by the California Highway Patrol and the California Department of 
Motor Vehicles. Exempting retriever units from registration would exempt 
these vehicles from the Motor Carrier Permit Program, which ensures that 
vehicles maintain proper safety standards and insurance for operating on 
California highways. Lack of registration would also exempt 
gasoline-powered retriever units from smog inspection requirements. This 
bill also creates a potential public safety issue by allowing persons, who 
may not be medically qualified or commercially trained, to operate a 
commercial vehicle on public roads by removing commercial driver’s 
license requirements for these vehicles.

Dear Senator Burton: 

The purpose of this letter is to clarify the intent of my bill, SB 489, that 
was passed by the Senate yesterday and enrolled to the Governor. 

SB 489 requires most new models of firearms introduced for sale in 
California after 2007 to have both a chamber load indicator (which 
indicates to users whether the firearm is loaded) and a magazine disconnect 
safety mechanism (which prevents firearms with removable magazines 
from discharging when the magazine is removed). 

It is my intent to clarify that nothing in SB 489 should be interpreted to 
increase liability or otherwise expose local governments, law enforcement 
agencies or peace officers to any additional theory of civil liability. Law 
enforcement is specifically exempted from the provisions of SB 489, as it 
is exempt from the current “unsafe handgun” law in Penal Code section 
12125 et seq., because peace officers have strenuous and ongoing training 
in use of their duty weapons. 

Also, law enforcement has special needs for and from their duty 
weapons. It is perfectly reasonable, for example, for law enforcement to 
use firearms either with or without magazine disconnect safeties. It is not 
the intent of SB 489 to limit or proscribe the choices of firearms available 
for law enforcement, or to create civil liability for law enforcement for its 
failure to use certain firearms. 

To prevent any possible interpretation that existing law or SB 489 
exposes law enforcement to liability for using firearms that are not on the 
roster of “Not Unsafe Handguns” established under Penal Code section 
12131, I intend to author legislation that will preclude such a legal theory. 
In fact, I have amended my bill, SB 166, for that purpose. SB 166 will be 
heard by policy committees next year.

Dear Senator Burton: 

The California Subject Matter Project (CSMP) provides 
subject-specific professional development to K-12 teachers throughout 
the state. This longstanding project is focused on raising student 
achievement and closing the achievement gap by linking the rich academic 
resources of the state’s higher education systems to California classrooms 
through school and district partnerships, with special attention to those 
identified as high priority. 

Large—and still increasing—numbers of English Language Learners 
(ELLs) and students from priority schools need greatly strengthened 
instruction to benefit fully from their K-12 educational experience. ELLs 
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need instruction that accelerates their acquisition of English, especially the 
academic language required to succeed across the curriculum. 

Important work is already underway in every CSMP subject area. The 
core staff development programs of project sites now include academic 
language development components. Among the 29,924 participating 
CSMP teachers from 2,194 partnership schools in 2001-02, 75% taught in 
low-performing schools: 51% from schools with rankings of API 1 or 2, 
and 24% from API 3 and 4. For the same year, the weighted average of 
ELLs was 41% in CSMP partnerships schools compared to 21% statewide, 
and the weighted average of students qualifying for free and reduced 
lunches was 71% compared to 45% statewide. But it is imperative that 
more be done: Such schools should increasingly be the focus of school and 
district partnerships with SMP sites in all school subject areas, especially 
in middle and high schools. SB 611 will accomplish this objective. 

The project’s broad coverage also ensures that academic language 
acquisition and development, and other related needs of ELLs, can be 
addressed across the full range of school subjects. Therefore, it is the 
intention of SB 611 and its supporters that the CSMP remain a vital part of 
California’s professional development system, including projects whose 
professional communities are actively pursuing approval of the State 
Board of Education for academic content and skill standards in their 
academic field. 

For the reasons previously stated, the Legislature has made the 
following findings and declarations: 


(a) A quality education requires that pupils meet content and skill 
standards in all subject areas. 

(b) English Learners and low-performing pupils have special needs 
for academic experiences across the curriculum. 

(c) California teachers require discipline-area support in all subjects 
required for high school graduation. 

(d) Subject matter projects in seven of the nine school subject areas: 
mathematics, science, language arts, history-social science, foreign 
language, health/physical education and the visual and performing arts, 
have collaborated effectively to serve California teachers since 1988. 

(e) The Subject Matter Project is uniquely organized to integrate K-12 
professional development efforts in all school subject areas. 

(f) Seven of the nine subject matter projects currently operate with 
content and skill standards approved from the State Board of 
Education. 

(g) Two academic fields (health/physical education and foreign 
language) are seeking content and skill standards approved from the State 
Board of Education. 

(h) Therefore, it is the intent of the Legislature that: 

(1) Funding support be continued for subject matter projects currently 
authorized by statute. 
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(2) Maintenance-level funding be provided for projects in academic 
fields that are seeking standards approval from the State Board of 
Education. 

(3) The Subject Matter Project institutional manager extend 
collaboration among the projects serving all seven school subject matter 
areas.

700 that I authored, as it was considered and acted upon on the on the 
Senate Floor on September 11, 2003. 

1. Section 2 of the bill adds Section 39011.5 to the Health and Safety 
Code relative to the definition of “agricultural source of air pollution”. 
Amendments to this section of the bill on September 9, 2003, include the 
insertion of a new subsection (b) to read: (b) Any district rule or regulation 
affecting stationary sources on agricultural operations adopted on or before 
January 1, 2004, is applicable to an agricultural source. 

The purpose of this amendment is to clarify that rules proposed by an air 
district regarding stationary sources of air pollution on agricultural 
operations adopted by January 1, 2004 apply to those agricultural sources 
within the district that adopts the rule or regulation. 

2. Language in amendments made to the bill on September 9, 2003, in 
Sections 40724.6 (c)(1), 42301.16 (b)(2), 42301.16 (c)(2), refer to the 
showing by an air district that air pollutants “cause or contribute to a 
violation of a state or federal ambient air quality standard”. 

The intent of these sections is to ensure that each district, in its permitting 
of agricultural sources, is required to use the same standards in evaluating 
regulatory actions on agricultural sources of air pollution that it uses when 
evaluating regulatory actions on other sources of air pollution. 
Specifically, each district’s showing shall be consistent, with its showing 
for other source categories as it involves the district’s determination of the 
significance of the emissions in causing or contributing to a violation of an 
ambient air quality standard, the technical and practical feasibility of 
reducing such emissions, the cost-effectiveness of the options for emission 
reductions, and the need for, and effect of requiring such sources to obtain 
permits. 

Because of this intent, and the late date to which the amendments were 
made, I am proceeding with this legislation with the intent and 
understanding that the district rule applicability and consistent standards 
will be applied in implementation of the appropriate sections of this 
legislation.

This letter is intended to clarify the record as to one point relative to 
SB 709 that I authored, as it was considered and acted upon on the Senate 
Floor on September 11, 2003. 

Section one of the bill creates Section 40606 in the Health and Safety 
Code and authorizes the San Joaquin Air Pollution Control District board 
to monitor emissions from all stationary agricultural pumps in the district. 
This would include those that might be designated by the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency as “nonroad” engines that are subject to 
the requirements of Title II of the federal Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. 
Sec. 7521 et seq.). 

The intent of this section is to allow the district to monitor and measure 
emissions from all agricultural pumps. However, I understand that with the 
passage of SB 700, the district will have the authority to require operating 
permits for all internal combustion engines used at agricultural operations, 
except an engine that is used to propel implements of husbandry. This 
would make Section 40606 of SB 709 unnecessary and duplicative. 

If SB 700 is passed by the legislature and signed by the governor, it is 
my intent that Section 40606 of the Health and Safety Code enacted by 
SB 709 will be null and void.

We write to clarify our pending legislation, SB 614 and AB 1601, related 
to abusive tax shelters. We have made substantial concessions in these 
measures to address criticisms by interested parties. We have agreed to 
clarify certain points in this letter. 

The bills have been amended to limit the applicability of the penalty for 
“noneconomic substance” transactions. It is our intent that the Franchise 
Tax Board rely upon the common law economic substance doctrine and 
that the penalty language contained in this section shall not be adopted by 
a court as a substantive definition other than for purposes of the penalty. 

Amendments were also made to the tax shelter reporting requirements. 
It is our intent that the authority granted to the Franchise Tax Board by 
AB 1601 and SB 614 to identify and publish for California income or 
franchise tax purposes “listed transactions” (as defined under subdivision 
(a) of Section 18407 of the Revenue and Taxation Code) does not apply to 
transactions occurring prior to September 2, 2003. It is also our intent that 
the new reporting requirements apply to any transaction entered into on or 
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after February 28, 2000, that becomes a “listed transaction” for federal 
income tax purposes at any time (as defined under subdivision (a) of 
Section 6011 of the Internal Revenue Code). 

Finally, the bills have been amended to make all penalties affected by the 
bills apply to abusive tax shelter transactions only.

John — 

Fully recognizing that Proposition 215 cannot be amended by the 
Legislature, we have resisted all efforts to make the new identification card 
system created by SB 420 mandatory—and at least two times SB 420 
contains specific language declaring our intent that this program is wholly 
voluntary. 

In addition, the guidelines in SB 420 establish permissible amounts that 
are intended to be the threshold, and not a ceiling. 

Furthermore, SB 420 specifically allows localities with higher 
possession or cultivation amounts to retain them, and other local 
jurisdictions to establish new guidelines to exceed what has been set forth 
in this bill. No jurisdiction may establish amounts lower than those set 
forth in SB 420. 

Altogether, we believe that our final version of SB 420 is the very best 
we could hope to get enacted into law and that it provides (pursuant to the 
California voters’ will in enacting Proposition 215) broad protection to 
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tens of thousands of ill Californians without jeopardizing any ill 
Californians.

Re: Senate Bill 590—Author’s Intent 
Dear Senator Burton and Members of the California State Senate: 


As the author of Senate Bill 590, I want to specify the intent behind the 
language contained in Civil Code Section 1798.80.5(f). Among other 
things, this subsection exempts companies providing telecommunications 
services regulated by the California Public Utilities Commission or the 
Federal Communications Commission from the requirements of Civil 
Code Section 1798.80.5. The rules and regulations governing customer 
personal information in the telecommunications industry are very 
comprehensive and detailed. SB 590 does not create additional 
requirements for telecommunications companies when they offer services 
regulated by the California Public Utilities Commission or the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

Additionally, I would like to clarify my intent with respect to 
Section 1798.80.5(e)(4). I added this section to clarify that a seller may 
obtain information from a customer to determine the customer’s eligibility 
for credit, provided it does not use the information for any other purpose. 
In cases where the credit is provided by a third party, the seller is authorized 
to provide that information to the lender. 

Finally, I would like to clarify my intent with respect to 
1798.80.5(a)(4)(E). I added this section to clarify that a seller may 
provide information to a consumer credit reporting agency, consistent 
with the federal Fair Credit Reporting Act (15 U.S.C. Section 1681 
et. seq.), and the California credit reporting law (California Civil Code, 
Section 1785, et.seq.). 

I will commit myself and my staff to the creation of a working group to 
meet this interim with interested parties in order to draft urgency legislation 
to deal with these three issues and other implementation and workability 
concerns which have been brought to my attention much too late in the 
Legislative process for me to address in SB 590, for introduction in the next 
Legislative session.

I am writing you to clarify my intent with regard to SB 216 (Sher) of the 
2003—04 Regular Session. 

SB 216 would, among other things, add a new criterion for application 
by the Fish and Game Commission when considering approval of a 
proposed recovery strategy. Subdivision (e) of Section 2111 of the Fish and 
Game Code would require the Commission to find that the strategy “would 
recover a formerly commercially valuable species to a level of abundance 
that would permit commercial use of that species.” 

It is my belief and intent that this language does not change the goal of 
the recovery strategy program as set forth in Section 2105 of the Fish and 
Game Code. Further, nothing in this bill requires that the regulatory 
requirements of the California Endangered Species Act (Fish and Game 
Code Section 2050, et. seq.) are applicable to species unless they are 
endangered, threatened or candidate species, as those terms are defined in 
the California Endangered Species Act (CESA). Therefore, if a species has 
recovered to the point that the regulatory requirements or other protections 
for species listed pursuant CESA are no longer necessary, then no permit 
pursuant to CESA would be required for incidental take of the species, even 
if the species has not achieved a level of abundance that would permit 
resumption of commercial use.

The purpose of this letter is to clarify the intent of certain language 
contained in Senate Bill 916. Section 64 of the bill would add 
Section 30914 to the California Streets and Highways Code (SHC) 
requiring the Metropolitan Transportation Commission to annually 
allocate specified toll revenues to the Department of Transportation 
(Department) or to the Transbay Joint Powers Authority (TJPA). The bill 
would condition the annual transfer of these toll revenues on a certification 
by the appropriate entity, either Department or the TJPA, that “the total 
Transbay Terminal Building operating revenue is insufficient to pay the 
cost of operation and maintenance without the requested funding.” 

Under terms of a prior executed cooperative agreement between the 
Department, the TJPA, and the City and County of San Francisco (City), 
dated July 11, 2003, prior to completion of construction and operation of 
the new facility by the TJPA, lease revenues from certain specified 
properties are required to be deposited into the Public Transportation 
Account within the State Transportation Fund. These revenues cannot be 
used to fund the maintenance and operation of the existing facility. Thus, 
prior to completion of construction and operation of the new facility, they 
should not be considered as operating revenue by the Department or TJPA 
in its annual certification of the sufficiency of operating revenue to pay 
annual maintenance and operations costs 

Senate Bill 916 is not intended to interfere with the provisions of this 
executed agreement. Thus, it is necessary to clarify that, for purposes of 
SHC Section 30914, prior to completion of construction and operation of 
the facility by the TJPA, “Transbay Terminal Building operating revenue” 
does not include any and all lease revenues deposited in the Public 
Transportation Account pursuant to the July 11, 2003 cooperative 
agreement between the Department, the City and the TJPA.

The intent of this letter is to clarify that the tribal gaming compact 
entered into by the La Posta Band of Diegueno Mission Indians and the 
Santa Ysabel Band of Diegueno Mission Indians, as ratified by SB 411, 
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were individually negotiated by the respective tribes and do not and should 
not represent a template or model for future compacts negotiated by other 
tribes. 

Each tribe in California has unique circumstances and unique desires 
and ambitions that guide its negotiations with the state on a gaming 
compact. While the two compacts ratified by this bill are in fact similar, 
this solely reflects the similarity of the needs and circumstances of the two 
affected tribes. Other tribes with different needs are and should be free to 
tailor their compacts to their individual circumstances. 

It is not the intent of SB 411 to establish a new model compact. Rather, 
the bill is intended simply to ratify the agreements entered into voluntarily 
by the respective tribes exercising their sovereign right to negotiate the 
terms of their own compacts.

RE: Senate Bill 1, recently signed into law by Governor Davis. 
Specifically, a concern has been raised by Knox-Keene licensed health 

plans as to whether SB 1 applies to such entities. 

I am aware of a letter written by the Department of Managed Health Care 
(DMHC) on May 16, 2001, pursuant to the federal Gramm-Leach-Bliley 
Act (GLB) as to whether GLB applied to Knox-Keene licensees. That 
letter, written by G. Lewis Chartrand, Jr., then Assistant Deputy Director 
of DMHC’s Office of Legal Services, states in part that DMHC “has 
determined that Knox-Keene licensed health care service plans do not fall 
within the scope of insurers governed by the GLB Act. Therefore, the GLB 
Act is not applicable to Knox-Keene licensees.” 

Since SB 1 is essentially a strengthening of the consumer protections 
contained in GLB, the DMHC letter of May 16, 2001, indicates to me that 
SB 1 should not be applicable to Knox-Keene licensees. 

Thank you for the opportunity to clarify this matter.

I am signing SB 20, which will enact the Electronic Waste Recycling 
Act, the first of its kind in the nation. This bill will provide convenient and 
cost-effective collection and recycling of hazardous electronic wastes 
throughout California. 

As I stated last year, I am troubled by the increasing electronic waste 
pollution problem in California, as well as across our nation and overseas. 
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I strongly urged the electronics industry and other interested parties to 
rapidly devise a solution to this growing problem. SB 20 will help us reach 
that solution. 

I applaud Senator Sher for orchestrating this effort and bringing this 
important measure forward. The bill represents extensive collaboration on 
the part of environmental groups, industry interests and state and local 
governments. I would like to thank members of the electronics industry 
who do business in California for their willingness to find a solution for 
California’s consumers. I am confident that this cooperative effort will lead 
to a successful and productive recycling program. 

While I appreciate that fee collection from out-of-state and Internet 
sellers presents a challenge, I am confident that the California 
Environmental Protection Agency has the experience and capability to 
collect the fee created by SB 20. I am confident that companies that sell 
exclusively over the internet, like Dell, will fully comply. 

Many of the CalEPA agencies have experienced success in both 
voluntary compliance and enforcement actions against out-of-state, 
foreign, and Internet sellers that have failed to pay a regulatory fee. I am 
sensitive to concerns that California manufacturers not be placed at a 
competitive disadvantage if the SB 20 fees are not applied equitably or 
enforced uniformly. If this is a problem I will direct CalEPA to work with 
the Legislature to find a fair and equitable solution. 

Last year I vetoed Senate Bills 1523 and 1619 because I did not believe 
that those measures would provide an equitable and cost effective solution 
for the citizens of California. In vetoing these bills I set forth a series of key 
goals for a comprehensive electronic waste recycling program. While SB 
20 goes a long way towards accomplishing these goals, I ask that the author 
introduce a measure next year to further address the goals set forth in my 
veto message and correct other implementation problems, including 
consistency of design mandates.

I am signing SB 2, the Health Insurance Act of 2003 to provide health 
coverage to working Californians who do not receive job-based coverage, 
and AB 1528, which grants a broad mandate relative to cost-containment 
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proposals to the California Health Care Quality Improvement and Cost 
Containment Commission. 

September figures released by the United States Census Bureau indicate 
that the number of uninsured individuals in the country is up to 
43.6 million, the largest increase in a decade. That increase is attributed 
largely to erosion in employer-based health coverage. 

At the same time, the U.S. Census Bureau reports California’s 
percentage of uninsured decreased, a dip that experts attribute to our 
success enrolling children and families in state-run programs like Healthy 
Families and Medi-Cal. 

Even in difficult times, we led the nation in pioneering health care 
reform, from enacting the toughest HMO Patients’ Bill of Rights in 1999, 
to insuring a million uninsured children over the past five years. It is right 
that California take this bold and balanced step toward further expanding 
access to health care coverage. In addition to reducing by one million the 
number of uninsured men, women and children in California, this action 
will reduce the burden on all of us from an overburdened ER system. 

It is also essential these reforms shielded small business from unrealistic 
new requirements. 

Today’s reforms will succeed only if we attack rising health care 
premiums pursuant to AB 1528. While insurance premiums in California 
remain among the lowest in the country, premiums rose this year by nearly 
14 percent—the third consecutive year that employers have faced 
double-digit increases. Studies indicate that prescription drug costs are a 
driving force behind this alarming increase. 

In light of these trends, I am directing the California Health Care Quality 
Improvement and Cost Containment Commission (“Commission”) to put 
forward concrete cost reductions, with a particular emphasis on controlling 
prescription drug spending. Before employers take on their new 
responsibilities starting in 2006, the Commission must outline meaningful 
ways for reducing drug costs, including increased use of generic drugs, 
alternative drug benefit designs, public and private sector pooled drug 
purchasing and opportunities to safely purchase drugs from Canada. In 
addition, given the increase in recent years in direct-to-consumer 
advertising by drug manufacturers, the Commission should specify ways 
to provide appropriate public disclosure of industry marketing and 
advertising costs and activities. 

Since the key to lowering premiums is reducing health care costs 
generally, I further direct the Commission to prioritize prevention and 
disease management in our health care system. The Commission should 
include, and the Legislature should approve, policies for increasing use of 
preventive health care services, in order to keep Californians healthy while 
reducing costs. 

My signature on these two bills comes at a critical juncture in our health 
care system, with both the number of uninsured and health insurance 
premiums on the rise nationally. These reforms will succeed only if 
consumers, providers, government, and employers accept a share of 
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responsibility for insuring the uninsured, reducing the burden on our 
Emergency Care System, and reigning in health costs. I am confident that 
we will meet these challenges and lead the way to a healthier California.

Iam signing SB 552 because it provides a clear demonstration that the 
state is willing to lead by example to reduce green house gas emissions and 
reduce California’s petroleum dependence. Although this bill only applies 
to vehicles purchased or leased by state agencies, I urge the Legislature to 
voluntarily comply with its provisions. 

This bill provides tangible evidence of the state’s commitment to the 
nation-leading precedent established by Assembly Member Pavley’s green 
house gas bill, AB 1493, I signed into law last year. The enactment of this 
bill also represents one of the initial actions to fulfill the commitment I 
recently made to Governor Locke of Washington and Governor 
Kulongoski of Oregon in seeking a border-to-border solution to the 
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problem of global warming. In addition, my Administration has 
implemented new strict vehicle purchasing policies to ensure that state 
agencies are allowed to purchase only those vehicles meeting the state’s 
cleanest emission standards. 

However, given the fiscal crisis the state is experiencing and the 
resulting reduction of staff and resources, I am concerned that the 
Department of General Services and state agencies will not be able to 
implement all of the provisions of the bill as quickly as intended. Without 
a sufficient alternative fuel infrastructure and a comprehensive statewide 
fleet database—both of which require a significant financial commitment 
from the Legislature—progress to meet the admirable goals of this bill will 
remain hampered. I encourage the Legislature to work with the 
Department of General Services and other appropriate entities to determine 
how the state will implement this measure given our limited resources. It 
is my understanding that the author is willing to address the funding issues 
or reduce the scope of the data collection requirements for the Department 
of General Services in legislation next year.

SB 566 increases the combined rate of transactions and use taxes, which 
cannot be exceeded in any county, from 1.5 percent to 2 percent. This bill 
would also authorize any city to increase or extend a transactions and use 
tax in accordance with the Transactions and Use Tax Law. 

I am signing Senate Bill 566 because of its potential benefits to local 
governments during these fiscally difficult times. Cities and counties are 
experiencing financial pressures throughout the state and this bill allows 
them to increase their transactions and use tax rate, with approval of the 
voters. It also streamlines the process for cities, as they will no longer need 
legislative authorization prior to requesting approval from their voters. 

However, this bill does not address the issue of the cost to administer 
these transactions and use taxes. The Board of Equalization is authorized 
to charge local entities for their administrative costs up to certain statutory 
caps. In some cases the cost of administration exceeds the cap. Currently, 
the General Fund provides over $1 million annually for tax administration 
costs that exceed the cap and this amount could grow as cities and counties 
get additional transactions and use taxes approved by their voters. 
Therefore, I urge the Legislature to eliminate the statutory cap on the 
amount that the Board of Equalization can charge local entities for the cost 
of administering these taxes. I believe that if local entities impose taxes 
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that are administered by the State, it is incumbent upon them to pay the full 
amount of the associated administrative costs.

The DROP provides an incentive 
to retain dedicated, veteran safety members for a few extra years by 
offering them an opportunity to receive a lump-sum retirement benefit in 
exchange for a reduced retirement allowance.

Even though this program would 
only be available to a very limited number of inmates, I do not believe that 
an inmate should be eligible for an early release from prison solely due to 
their medical condition. 

As an alternative to the early release of physically or medically 
incapacitated inmates from prison, I have recently signed SB 549 
(Vasconcellos), which authorizes CDC to contract with public or private 
entities for the establishment and operation of skilled nursing facilities for 
such inmates. SB 549 provides a safer, humanitarian and more cost 
efficient alternative to parole. 

For the above mentioned reason, I cannot sign this measure.

I am returning Senate Bill 328 without my signature. This bill would 
authorize the California Community Colleges (CCC) Board of Governors 
(BOG) to provide a tuition waiver to certain students who are exempt from 
paying non-resident tuition, and who are otherwise eligible to receive this 
waiver. This bill requires the BOG to establish procedures and forms that 
enable people who are exempt from paying non-resident tuition, to apply 
for, and participate in, all student aid programs and services administered 
by the CCC to the full extent permitted by federal law. 

In 2001, I signed AB 540 (Firebaugh) which helped deserving 
immigrant students by eliminating the requirement that they pay the same 
higher tuition paid by out-of-state students to attend a California public 
college or university. In most cases AB 540 reduced by 50 percent the cost 
of attending college in California. I believe deserving immigrant students 
should have the opportunity to pursue a good quality education so that they 
can productively contribute to our economy. In future years when our 
economy has recovered I would recommend that the Governor and the 
Legislature seriously consider providing financial aid to deserving 
immigrant students. Unfortunately, the current economic climate does not 
permit us to do so at this time. 

This bill would result in significant additional costs to the State to 
backfill lost fee revenue as a result of the additional students who would 
qualify for student financial aid at the community colleges. In addition, this 
bill would both (1) require the CCC to develop procedures and forms to 
evaluate non-residents for BOG Fee Waiver eligibility which would 
impose additional reimbursable mandated costs on local districts, and 
(2) increase costs to the State for reimbursing the district’s administration 
of additional fee waivers.

I am signing this bill with the understanding that the author will 
introduce legislation next year to conform to the requirements of Education 
Code 60422. It is my intention that a priority for the use of the Instructional 
Materials Funding be used for State adopted standards-aligned textbooks 
in core curricula areas.

I am returning Senate Bill 495 without my signature. 

This bill would require the Quality Education Commission to make 
recommendations by July 1, 2004, to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction regarding the indicators that should be included in the 
Opportunity to Learn Index (OTL) to measure the opportunities for 
teaching and pupil learning. This bill also would require the Commission 
to determine a method for computing the OTL index using available data 
and recommend appropriate minimal standards for the indicators that make 
up the OTL index. 

I am concerned that the index proposed in this legislation may conflict 
with the Academic Performance Index, which serves as the basis for the 
state’s accountability system. Additionally, the proposed index would be 
largely redundant as schools already provide information on four of the 
five indicators required by this bill on their School Accountability Report 
Cards. Given these existing mechanisms for measuring student 
performance and school conditions, I am reluctant to add additional 
mechanisms that would complicate state education policy and may distract 
parents, students, and teachers from the state’s existing accountability 
system. 

For these reasons, I am unable to support this legislation.

SB 556 would make the following amendments to the K—3 Class Size 
Reduction (CSR) program: 1) allow school districts to provide class sizes 
without regard to the current grade-level priorities; 2) establish a funding 
deduction schedule for districts failing to maintain the required 
pupil-to-teacher ratio effective for the 2003—04, 2004—05, and 2005—06 
fiscal years; and 3) allow school districts to utilize their local matching 
funds pursuant to the State School Deferred Maintenance Program for the 
2003-04 fiscal year to supplement state funding for CSR programs to avoid 
the reduction or elimination of those programs. 

I believe the bill’s revised fiscal consequences for exceeding the current 
20:1 student-to-teacher ratio are inappropriate. The existing CSR program 
allows school districts sufficient flexibility to adhere to the 20:1 ratio. I am 
not aware of any information that suggests increasing class sizes up to 21.9 
would not erode the benefits of this current, successful school reform 
measure. Indeed, by relaxing the penalties for infractions of the class size 
limits, this bill would only serve to provide fiscal incentives to reduce the 
educational benefits of the current program. 

For these reasons, I am unable to sign this measure.

This bill authorizes school districts, until January 1, 2006, to sell, lease, 
or leaseback certain surplus real and personal property owned by the 
district for a specified length of time, and use the proceeds from this 
transaction for any one-time operational purpose. 

Existing law contains protections to ensure that school districts do not 
deplete capital facilities resources in order to fund operational expenses. 

This broadly drafted bill would allow school districts statewide to utilize 
the entire proceeds from the sale or lease of surplus property to support 
operational activities. I am concerned that, to the extent that districts utilize 
capital resources to fund general fund costs, they would reduce their 
capacity to fund future capital needs, which would be contrary to the 
long-term interests of both the districts and the State. 

Special district circumstances may on rare occasions require exceptions 
from current law. However, I cannot support a general statewide policy 
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that would undermine existing protections that help ensure students have 
access to safe and appropriate facilities. 
For these reasons, I am returning this bill without my signature.

This bill would prohibit retailers from requesting or requiring a 
consumer’s personal information when it is not necessary for the 
transaction. It would also ban the sharing of personal information with a 
third party unless the transaction is necessary or authorized or the 
consumer is given the chance to opt-out. 

I applaud Senator Speier for her incredible leadership on all issues 
pertaining to consumer protections, and in particular, her commitment to 
negotiating, drafting and carrying complicated and controversial privacy 
legislation and personally spending hundreds of hours of her time with 
stakeholders to meet “workability” concerns of financial institutions while 
balancing privacy rights for consumers. 

While I respect Senator Speier’s courage and her ever-present 
leadership on this and a wide range of important legislative matters, 
regretfully I must return this measure to the Legislature for further 
consideration in the next legislative session in order to resolve a number 
of outstanding issues. 

Given the superior quality of Senator Speier’s work and the careful 
craftsmanship she demonstrated these past 4 years in SB 773 (financial 
privacy) and again in SB 1 (financial privacy), which I was so very proud 
to sign, it is my sincere hope that the outstanding issues pertaining to 
internet retailers, delayed implementation, and identity theft protections 
will be worked out immediately. 

As was demonstrated by the difficulties encountered these past four 
years in solving “workability” concerns in the landmark financial privacy 
bill, SB 1 (Speier 2003), it may take up to a year to craft SB 590 even if it 
is introduced as an urgency measure. I thank the author for convening 
stakeholder meetings this year and thank her for participating in 
negotiations with interested parties such as the Retailer’s Association, 
credit bureaus, credit check companies and credit card companies. 

Thus, it is my hope that Senator Speier will introduce urgency legislation 
that can be enacted immediately and that important privacy measures such 
as SB 590 when finalized, will continue to demonstrate the author’s and my 
long standing commitment to carefully guarding the privacy rights of every 
Californian. I want to thank Assemblymember Dutra for his active 
participation and hundreds of hours spent in shepherding SB 1 and other 
privacy measures through the Assembly. It is my wish that California 
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continue to be a role model to other states by leading the nation in consumer 
privacy protection as indicated by the Privacy Journal, which rated 
California number one among all other states. 

I also want to thank the author for her unwavering commitment to ALL 
privacy issues as demonstrated by the following several bills Senator 
Speier authored and which I was pleased to sign into law: 

e Senate Bill 1 (2003): Consumer Protection and Privacy Rights 

e Senate Bill 247 (2002): Restriction of Access to Birth and Death 
Certificates 

e Senate Bill 297 (2002): DNA Database

I am returning Senate Bill 605 without my signature. 

This bill would require a state agency that purchases public safety radio 
communication equipment to ensure that equipment purchased complies 
with public safety digital interoperability communications standards in 
Suite 102 of the American National Standards Institute (ANSI) and the 
Telecommunications Information Association. The bill also would add the 
Governor’s Office of Homeland Security to the list of member state 
agencies on the Public Safety Radio Strategic Planning Committee. 

I strongly support efforts to help ensure that state public safety agencies 
have the radio equipment necessary to effectively communicate with each 
other, and I have signed legislation to create the Public Safety Radio 
Strategic Planning Committee to help promote these efforts. The Public 
Safety Radio Strategic Planning Committee is tasked with determining the 
communications equipment needs of state agencies, and the development 
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of a program for communications equipment purchase that will enable the 
migration of the communications systems to accepted industry standards 
for interoperability. 

The Public Safety Radio Strategic Planning Committee has started the 
process of determining these needs and developing the equipment 
purchase program. The Committee should be allowed to present their 
recommendations to the Legislature for consideration before adding 
purchase requirements to state agencies. 

While the intent of this bill is good, there are several flaws with this bill. 
First, this bill could adversely impact the state’s emergency response 
capabilities. Radio communication equipment which meets the ANSI 
standards may not work well for public safety agencies that must work in 
remote or mountainous terrain, or those that must communicate with 
federal or local emergency response agencies that do not have compatible 
equipment. 

Second, this bill could adversely impact the state’s emergency response 
capabilities. Radio equipment which meets the ANSI digital standards 
may not work well for public safety agencies that must work in remote or 
mountainous terrain, or those that must communicate with federal or local 
emergency response agencies that do not have compatible equipment. 

Finally, this bill would require state agencies to purchase equipment that 
complies with standards that are more restrictive than the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) requires. The equipment that would 
have to purchased if this bill was signed is 20-30% more expensive than 
equipment that meets current FCC requirements. Some state agencies, 
such as the California Department of Corrections, operate older radio 
systems in some institutions. These systems operate on frequencies not 
supported in ANSI compliant radios. By mandating the procurement of 
ANSI equipment, this bill creates a situation where any failure of a key 
component would require the replacement of the entire radio system (at a 
typical cost of $1.5 million) rather than obtaining a replacement unit 
(typically $20-30 thousand). As a result, while I support efforts to enhance 
the ability of state public safety agencies to communicate with each other, 
these agencies must have the flexibility to purchase the type radio 
equipment that will enable them to best carry out their emergency response 
missions. 

I commend the author and the Legislature for their interest in enhancing 
the state’s public safety communications systems, and I ask the author to 
work with the Public Safety Radio Strategic Planning Committee to ensure 
his intents are recognized and incorporated into the Committee’s work 
products.

I am returning Senate Bill 636 without my signature. 

This bill would require the State Department of Education (SDE) to 
establish and administer a statewide program of grant funding to establish 
alternative dispute resolution (ADR) programs for special education. 

Although I support more efficient ways resolve disputes, current law 
already allows for the non-adversarial resolution of special education 
issues through mediation prior to a formal, due process hearing. Since the 
2003 Budget Act already appropriates $10.3 million for dispute resolution 
services including mediation and fair hearing services, this bill would 
create an unnecessary duplicate program. 

This bill appropriates $300,000 to the SDE for administration of the 
ADR program and could result in local assistance costs between $13.1 and 
$17.8 million for three years and ongoing costs of between $3.3 and 
$4.4 million annually. This bill would redirect these funds from 
educational services to students with disabilities, to program 
administration. 

It is premature to implement a new program prior to analyzing the results 
of a current Alternative Dispute Resolution pilot program in operation. 
This program could be replicated at other Special Education Local Plan 
Areas, possibly with little guidance and assistance. Additionally, 
California has 11 federally funded Parent Training and Information 
Centers, and 32 Family Empowerment Centers. These entities should 
provide training, information and resources to parents relative to 
alternative dispute resolution.

Iam signing SB 686. This bill requires (1) insurers issuing policies of 
liability insurance to long-term care (LTC) facilities and residential care 
facilities for the elderly, to provide 90 days notice to the Department of 
Insurance (DOJ) when they wish to leave the market; (2) requires each 
liability insurer to report to the Insurance Commissioner specified 
information; and (3) allows the DOI to create an unincorporated, 
not-for-profit, temporary joint underwriting association for liability 
insurance, if funds are available for this purpose from the Insurance Fund. 
The bill also requires the Department of Health Services (DHS) to 
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implement, by August 1, 2004, a new Medi-Cal facility-specific 
rate-setting system for LTC facilities. 

This bill begins to address the crisis in liability insurance for nursing 
homes by providing better information about the availability and financial 
viability of that insurance to the Insurance Commissioner. I am signing this 
bill with the understanding that the Medi-Cal long-term care rate freeze 
will remain in place until August 2005 consistent with the 2003 Budget Act 
and that the nursing home industry, labor and the Legislature will continue 
to work on a non-General Fund source to support a new LTC rate 
methodology.

I am returning Senate Bill 774 without my signature. 

This bill would create the Disease Prevention Demonstration Program 
to evaluate the long-term desirability of allowing pharmacists to furnish or 
sell nonprescription hypodermic needles to prevent the spread of 
blood-borne pathogens. In addition, persons who are 18 years of age or 
older would be able to possess up to 30 hypodermic needles or syringes. 
Local health departments would be required to register participating 
pharmacies, provide written materials to be distributed by the pharmacies 
to the purchasers of needles, and cooperate with the Office of AIDS in 
evaluating the program. 

I am committed to the underlying goal of the bill, which is to reduce the 
transmission of HIV and hepatitis C among injection drug users, and I am 
proud of the progress we have made in combating these two diseases. I have 
added millions of dollars in the Office of AIDS for behavioral and early 
intervention programs for high-risk youth and communities of color, and 
for HIV prevention education. I have strongly supported our new HIV 
reporting system, which will reveal trends in HIV transmission and assist 
in targeting HIV education, prevention, and care efforts. I have signed 
legislation that already makes hypodermic needles and syringes available 
through authorized, legally sanctioned syringe exchange programs located 
throughout California. 

In Spring 2000, the Department of Health Services appointed the 
Hepatitis C Working Group, comprised of key stakeholders from the public 
and private sectors. The Working Group developed the first-ever 
hepatitis C strategic plan for California. In August 2000, I signed SB 1256 
(Polanco), which allocated $1.5 million for hepatitis C outreach and 
education. 

I worked hard with the author of the legislation I signed in 1999 to bring 
law enforcement and health officals together on a bill that would 
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decriminalize supervised needle exchange programs. This bill undermines 
the key elements that won my support for that legislation: 

e It departs significantly from the one-for-one exchange of syringes 
which is the standard of practice in authorized needle exchange programs. 

e It weakens the strong county oversight and accountability 
requirement that exists for current syringe accessibility programs. 

e It creates a reimbursable State-mandated local program by adding 
requirements on local health officials. 

I commend the author for his continued hard work on this issue; the bill 
is much improved over last year. However, for the reasons stated earlier, 
I cannot sign this measure.

I am signing SB 810, which will help protect water quality in watersheds 
where beneficial uses of water have become impaired due to excess 
sediment. 

This bill will allow the regional water quality control boards to work 
closely with the Department of Forestry and Fire Protection (CDF) to 
ensure that timber harvesting plans include the conditions necessary to 
fully protect water quality. By reducing the flow of excess sediment into 
our streams and rivers, this bill not only protects the interests of 
neighboring landowners, but it also promotes healthy fisheries and protects 
the public’s interest in maintaining clean water for consumptive uses 
and recreation. 

In order to promote consistent implementation of SB 810, it is important 
for the State Water Resources Control Board to serve in a coordinating role 
and oversee the exercise of the regional boards’ authority. In this regard, 
I am calling for further legislation to provide that the regional boards’ 
determinations under SB 810 are subject to appeal and review by the State 
Board. Further, it is my intent that the authority given to the regional boards 
by this bill be used only in rare instances when the review team and conflict 
resolution process with CDF is unable to come to agreement. 

This bill, however, is a good step in protecting impaired rivers and 
streams from further impairment, and I congratulate all of those who 
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worked cooperatively to achieve this important protection for water 
quality.

I am signing SB 892, which requires every public and private school to 
have restroom facilities open during school hours, and to keep every 
restroom maintained and cleaned regularly, fully operational, and stocked 
with soap and paper supplies. This bill would also specify that public 
schools that violate these provisions, as determined by the State Allocation 
Board would be ineligible for funds under the State Deferred Maintenance 
Program (DMP) if, after a 30-day notice period and an opportunity to cure 
the violation, the public school is still in violation. 

A Legislative Council opinion states that SB 892 does not impose a 
state-mandated local program on school districts for which the State must 
provide reimbursement, as current law already requires schools to provide, 
furnish and repair water closets (restrooms) that are available and sufficient 
for pupil use. It is reasonable to interpret current law to apply to 
requirements that restrooms be open, clean, operational and supplied with 
water, soap, toilet paper and a method for hand drying. Therefore, SB 892 
does not create a new program or establish a higher level of service and 
therefore does not create a reimbursable state mandate. 

Maintenance of school restrooms is a local responsibility. Because I feel 
that there is no excuse for schools failing to provide school children with 
clean functional restrooms, I have also recently signed AB 1124 (Nunez) 
which specifies that keeping school restrooms fully-functional and in 
compliance with local public restroom hygiene standards are priorities for 
the use of school districts’ restricted maintenance account and deferred 
maintenance funding. 

I applaud the leadership that Senator Murray and Assembly Member 
Nunez have provided on the need for clean and functional school 
restrooms. In championing these measures, they have raised the awareness 
of this issue both in Sacramento and across the State.

Alternatively, the Legislature could determine how much the taxpayers 
should pay; create a reparations fund; and then provide an expedited, 
administrative procedure for processing claims. Such an approach was 
used by the state to compensate victims of the Cypress Freeway collapse. 
This would be quicker and less expensive for both taxpayers and plaintiffs.

registered provide medical advice to their enrollees and require that no staff 
use a title or designation when speaking to an enrollee that may cause “a 
reasonable person” to believe that the staff member is a licensed, certified, 
or registered health care professional if they, in fact, are not. 

e Define the types of activities non-licensed, non-certified or 
non-registered staff may conduct while responding to enrollees. 

e Add Licensed Clinical Social Workers to the list of providers that may 
provide telephone medical advice services. 

I am signing this bill because it will ensure that consumers are not 
mislead into believing they are receiving advice from licensed health care 
professionals if the individual is not actually licensed as well as expand a 
health plan’s oversight responsibilities by ensuring that only licensed 
professionals are, in fact, providing medical advice via telephone medical 
advice service programs. 

However, I also want to assure Californians that this bill will not add to 
the cost of health care. As was made clear by the Legislature during 
Committee and Floor hearings, this bill will continue to permit health plans 
to utilize non-licensed staff to schedule medical appointments while at the 
same time ensuring that enrollees have access to appropriately licensed 
professionals to address their medical questions.

SB 1075 specifies 
that such detection alternatives shall be included when they are proven 
more effective than mammography for younger women and DHS should 
include them in breast cancer literature only when clinical research proves 
them to be.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


Governor’s Office, State Capitol 
January 9, 2004 
To the Members of the Senate: 


In compliance with Article IV, Section 12 of the California Constitution, 
I hereby submit to you the 2004—05 Governor’s Budget (SB 1095). 

Never before has California been faced with a fiscal challenge of such 
an incredible magnitude. As the first phase of my outside audit of state 
government revealed, we must confront an inherited debt that is now 
estimated to be a staggering $22 billion. 

But at the same time, never has there been such an opportunity to 
fundamentally change the way business is done in Sacramento—and, an 
opportunity to implement reforms that will make California solvent and 
strong once again. 

The budget I have put before you sets California on a clear path of 
recovery. 

First, it calls for difficult but necessary steps to begin to bring the amount 
of money we spend in line with the amount of money the state takes in. 

Second, it reflects fundamental reform proposals throughout state 
government—in K-12 education, in higher education, in health and human 
service programs, and more. These reform proposals make sense not only 
from a budgetary perspective, but from a policy perspective as well. 

And third, it puts the state on a path to recovery without raising taxes, 
which would only serve to blunt the economic recovery we are now 
beginning to realize. 

No one should underestimate the size of the task that is before us. The 
debt that this administration inherited did not occur in a single year. And 
given the size of the state’s fiscal crisis, nearly every area of state 
government will be asked to shoulder some of the sacrifice that will be 
required. 

But that is what the people who sent us here expect us to do—face our 
problems squarely and make the right decisions for the people. 

We have already demonstrated to the people of California that we can 
put aside politics as usual. Late last year, we cast aside partisan differences 
and worked together to approve the California Recovery Plan for the 
March ballot—a bond of up to $15 billion to refinance a portion of the 
inherited debt, coupled with new requirements for a balanced budget, a 
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rainy-day budget reserve, and authority to control overspending—before 
it grows out of control. 

It is this spirit of bipartisan cooperation that I hope will guide our debate 
over the state budget in the weeks and months ahead. By working together 
to address the state’s fiscal crisis in a responsible manner, we can once 
again show the people of California that we are worthy of the trust they 
have placed in us.

The purpose of this letter is to clarify the intent of my bill, SB620, that 
was passed by the Senate and signed by Governor Gray Davis in 
September 2003. 

SB 620 makes a number of changes to the Insurance Code meant to 
protect senior citizens from abusive insurance sales practices. Section 
seven of the bill protects seniors’ investments in variable annuities from

market losses during their 30 day “free look” period by amending 
Insurance Code section 10127.10. As part of negotiations with the 
insurance industry, I agreed to make the provisions in section seven 
effective on July 1, 2004. It was my intent that the requirements in that 
section be effective as of July 1, 2004. 

Unfortunately, two dates in section seven were not changed to reflect the 
agreement about the effective date of that section. Subdivision (b) of 
section seven should read as follows: 

“(b) This section applies to all individual policies issued or delivered to 
senior citizens in this state on or after July 1, 2004. All policies subject to 
this section which are in effect on January 1, 2004, shall be construed to be 
in compliance with this section, and any provision in any policy which is 
in conflict with this section shall be of no force or effect.”
